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STRONG  TABOR  TEAM 


DEFEATS  LAWRENCE 


On  October  22  the  red  and  white  de- 
feated the  Tabor  Academy  team  in 
one  of  the  finest  exhibitions  of  foot- 
ball the  gridders  have  put  on  this 
year,  12  to  0.  Tabor  arrived  with 
considerable  reputation  attached  to 
its  team,  but  threatened  only  once. 
The  features  of  the  game  were  Hart's 
twisting  dash  of  twenty-five  yards 
and  Smith's  seventy  yard  runback  of 
a  punt,  both  for  scores. 

Tabor  kicked  off  and  Hart  pulled 
off  a  thirty  five  yard  runback.  Dum- 
mer  had  slightly  the  better  of  the  of- 
fensive thrusts  and  the  punting  dur- 
ing the  first  period,  but  neither  team 
came  near  scoring.  In  the  second  per- 
iod Dummer  got  a  break  early  on  an 
exchange  of  punto,  the  wind  holding 
Skelton's  for  little  gain,  and  on  the 
first  play  Hart  broke  off  tackle  and 
aided  by  fine  interference  eluded  the 
secondaries  for  the  first  score.  Dum- 
mer nearly  scored  again  when  a  long 
march  from  mid-field  stalled  on  the 
six  yard  lino.  A  pass  grounded  over 
the  goal  line  lost  Dummer  the  bail  , 
and  the  opportunity  of  scoring. 

In  the  third  period  Dummer  cor: 
tinued  to  push  the  Tabor  team  bai'K 
and  demonstrated  its  fine  offense  by 
keeping  the  ball  well  in  the  opponents 
territory  for  the  whole  period.  An 
opportunity  to  score  was  again  lost 
when  a  second  pass  was  grounded 
over  the  line.  From  this  point  the 
team  from  the  Cape  started  a  threat- 
ening march.  With  Mudge  as  the 
chief  ground-gainer  the  heavier  Tab- 
or team  carried  the  ball  over  the 
mid-field  mark  for  the  first  time  dur- 
ing the  game.  During  the  fourth  per- 
iod the  Tabor  team  looked  set  to 
score,  but  the  Red  presented  a  stone 
wall  defense  and  held  for  down;. 
Hart's  fine  punting  soon  carried  the 
ball  out  of  danger,  ;nd  with  hardly 
any  time  to  play  Norman  Smith 
caught  a  punt  on  Lis  own  thirty  and 
with  the  rest  of  the  team  as  interfer 
ence  sprinted  down  the  field  for  six 
more  points.  The  drop-kick  for  the 
extra  point  failed  as  did  the  first. 

Th°  whole  team  showed  a  great 
improvement,  the  offensive  and  de- 
fp-"Siv2  work  being  the  best  thus  far 
sVwn  by  the  line.

On  October  29  the  Dummer  team 
journeyed  to  Groton  for  the  annual 
tilt  with  Lawrence  Academy.

Dummer  received  the 
kickoff  and  after  gaining  a  great 
deal  of  yardage  in  the  exchange  of 
punts  due  to  Hart's  unusually  fine 
•■unting  and  Smith's  long  run-backs, 
they  again  came  e'esa  to  the  Blue 
goal.  Here  Lawrence  held  and  got 
the  ball  on  downs  When  Worcester 
attempted  a  punt  from  his  own  ten 
yard  line,  Bert  Temple  was  in  on  him 
and  blocked  the  kick.  He  picked  it 
up  and  ran  to  the  one  foot  line  where 
he  was  nailed  from  behind,  but  broth- 
er Wally  went  over  on  the  next  play. 
Smith  missed  the  try  for  the  extra 
point.  This  7  to  6  score  was  the  mar- 
gin at  the  half. 

All  through  the  second  half  the 
teams  were  closely  matched  and  by 
the  middle  of  the  last  period  it  looked 
as  though  Dummer  would  get  another 
undeserved  defeat.  But  when  Page 
entered  the  game  and  Hart  started  to 
call  signals  the  aspect  of  the  game 
changed.  After  a  short  time  out 
Dummer  went  into  a  tricky  forward 
passing  formaton  and  a  beautiful  pass 
went  from  Hart  to  Crosby  for  a  fifty 
yard  gain.

DUMMER  DEFEATS 


On  November  16  the  Dummer  foot- 
ball team  made  an  already  fine  season 
perfect  by  defeating  Sanborn  Semin- 
ary in  the  Haverhill  Stadium  21  to 
18.  After  running  up  a  two  touch- 
down lead  in  the  first  five  minutes  of 
play,  the  Red  had  to  come  from  be- 
hind in  the  last  five  minutes  to  turn 
the  trick.  The  game  was  scheduled  to 
be  played  in  the  Stac'ium  on  Armistice 
Day  for  the  benefit  of  the  American 
Legion,  but  the  heivy  rain  caused  the 
postponement.  The  result  gives  Dum- 
mer a  three  to  one  advantage  in  games 
played  with  Sanborn,  and  also  makes 
the  second  successive  win  for  the  Red. 

Captain  Bottger  kicked  off  and  the 
ball  bounced  off  the  Sanborn  center, 
Wally  Temple  recovering  it  for  a 
short  run.
